REPORT  OF  THE 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


Holden.  .Massachusetts, 

January  1,  1916. 

To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Oakham: 

I  take  pleasure  in  submittino-  my  third  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  your  scliools. 

Durin«‘  the  past  }ear  the  work  in  the  several  schools 
has  heen  carried  on  with  few  important  chano-es.  Conta¬ 
gious  diseases  lowered  the  attendance  records  in  some  of  the 
rooms  and  thus  broke  up  the  work  somewhat.  The  several 
changes  in  teachers  at  the  Coldbrook  School  broke  up  the 
work  there  badly  during  the  sjulng  term.  Hut  as  we  were 
fortunate  enougli  to  secure  Miss  Sutterfield  to  teach  there 
this  year  we  hope  to  make  up  much  of  the  work  thus  lost. 
At  the  ])resent  tiu'C  the  work  in  all  the  schools  is  going  on 
satisfactorily.  The  introduction  of  drawing  again  this  year 
has  met  with  much  favor  l.)oth  among  the  children  and  the 
parents. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Tll)rarian  and  the  coopera¬ 
tion  of  the  State  Library  Commission  books  have  been  ])laced 
in  the  schools  for  supplementary  reading.  I'his  is  an  im¬ 
portant  phase  of  the  work  for  it  tends  to  create  in  the  chil¬ 
dren  a  taste  for  better  liooks  and  to  cultivate  the  habit  of 
using  the  library. 

Quite  a  numljcr  of  the  cliildren  entered  the  cluh  con¬ 
tests  in  Home  Fxonornics  and  Agriculture  conducted  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College  last 
summer.  Tn  the  Home  Economics  contest,  Edith  Plumb  won 
a  third  prize — ^a  week's  vacation  at  the  girls’  camp  at  Am¬ 
herst.  Those  who  went  to  the  cam])  last  summer  reported 


a  most  eiijoyaljlc  week.  Next  year  these  contests  will  be 
tinder  the  immediate  cliaroe  of  the  Worcester  Conntv  Farm 
iUirean.  We  hope  ( )akham  will  be  well  represented  in  this 
attempt  to  develop  Worcester  County  and  rural  life. 

Many  needed  repairs  have  been  made  this  year.  The 
'schoolhonse  at  Coldbrook  has  been  painted.  New  black¬ 
boards  have  been  installed  in  the  schoolhcriise  in  the  South 
District.  The  new  outbuilding-  at  the  Center  has  greatly 
im])roved  sanitary  conditions  at  that  school.  Arrangements 
have  been  made  for  installing'  jackets  around  the  stoves  in 
the  three  district  schools,  thus  providing-  a  more  uniform 
distribution  of  the  heat  and  better  ventilation.  Next  year  a 
new  outbuilding'  similar  to  the  one  at  the  West  School  should 
be  l)uilt  at  the  South  School.  New  floors  should  be  laid  in 
both  rooius  at  the  Center  School.  d"he  present  floors  are 
badly  worn,  full  of  larg'e  cracks  to  collect  the  dust,  and 
■  extremely  noisy. 

The  leng'thening'  of  the  school  year  from  thirty-three  to 
thirty-four  weeks  will  increase  the  expenses  about  seventy- 
five  dollars  next  year.  The  usual  high  percentage  of  at¬ 
tendance  has  been  somewhat  lowered  this  year  by  the  epi¬ 
demics  but  some  rooms  have  had  almost  perfect  attendance 
some  months. 

1  recommend  a  change  in  the  textbooks  used  in  arith¬ 
metic  and  in  language  for  the  lower  grades.  T  also  recom¬ 
mend  the  introduction  of  a  text  in  physiology. 

ft  is  with  great  regret  that  we  record  the  loss  of  Mrs. 
MTodis  who  had  served  the  schools  of  the  town  for  so  many 
years  as  teacher  and  member  of  the  school  committee.  She 
took  a  keen  interest  in  the  work  and  was  always  a  welcoiue 
visitor.*  She  will  be  missed  by  both  teachers  and  pupils. 

Tn  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their 
heart v  cooperation,  and  the  school  committee  for  their  many 
hel])ful  suggestions  and  dec])  interest  in  the  success  of  our 
schools.

Dear  Sir : — 

1  have  inspected  the  school  pupils  of  Oakdiani  twice  dur¬ 
ing’  the  current  year.  The  i;'eneral  condition  of  the  pupils 
has  been  found  good,  with  no  unusual  number  of  minor 
afflictions  common  among  school  children. 

Over  one-fourth  of  the  pupils  are  imvaccinated — a 
record  probably  unequalled  in  any  town  in  the  state.  The 
town  authorities  should  act  without  further  delay  to  remedy 
this  condition  by  enforcing  the  statutes  re'quiriug  vaccina¬ 
tion.

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FIRE  WARDEN’S  REPORT. 


Jainiarv  11,  1916. 

tlic  ])ast  year  we  have  had  very  few  forest  fires. 
The  season  was  wet,  thus  inakino'  it  much  easier  to  control 
them.  Then  the  town  has  extinguishers  all  thrpngh  the 
town,  so  if  a  fire  starts  in  an}'  part  of  the  town  everyone 
gets  brsy  and  by  the  time  the  vcarden  or  the  dejmties  get 
there,  the  fire  is  well  under  control.  Then  th.e  lookout  sta¬ 
tion  on  the  mountain  has  an  eye  out  for  fires  and  when  the 
lookor.t  sees  smoke  he  locates  it  as  near  as  he  can  and  noti¬ 
fies  the  Nvarden  in  that  location  and  tells  him  to  get  busy, 
and  thcw  do.  So  vou  see  the  wardens  are  being  watched  bv 
the  man  Ihgher  up,  so  there  is  no  chance  for  a  warden  to 
shirk  in  that  office  which  he  holds.  The  town  of  Oakham 
has  the  reputation  of  having  the  best  fire  fighters  of  any 
town  that  has  a  j^aid  fire  company.  W’e  have  saved  thou¬ 
sands  of  dollars'  worth  of  ])ro])ertv  by  having  these  extin¬ 
guishers  in  nearly  every  house  in  town,  whereas,  if  w'e  had 
had  a  more  elaborate  e(|uipment  stati(Mied  in  the  village  and 
had  to  wait  for  that  to  get  there,  the  place  would  have  been 
burned  dowai.  The  first  five  nunutes  with  a  small  extin¬ 
guisher  when  the  fire  starts  is  worth  more  than  a  whole 
fire  com]:>any  an  hour  later.  The  mone}'  that  the  town 
invests  in  extinguishers  is  of  as  much  importance  as  good 
\vork.
